His wealth is es- 
timated at several million dollars. He 
was formerly one of the St. “Louls 
world’s fair commissioners. Several 
times he has been state democratic 
chairman and about eight years ago 
came within eight votes of being 
elected United States senator. Until 
recently Mr. Frank owned the coal 
m.nes at Frank, Alta, which property 
he disposed of toa French syndicate 
for $2,000. 000. He owns much real 
estate and mining property in Mon- 
tana. Mr. Faank lefts this city last 
Saturday night in response to a tele- 
gram from Cincivnati, stating that 
his mother was dangerously ill, 

Mr, Frank is about 56 years of age. 

Mr. Frank, as all know, was the 
founder of this village. le became 
interested with Mr. Gebo, in the pro- 
perty of the Canadian American com- 
pany at the beginning of 1801 when 
the work of opening the mine tere 
was commenced, Inthe summer of 
that year a post office was opened 
which took his name and when the 
town was opencdin the fall it was 
named for him. Mr. Prank ovganiz- 
ed the Cavadian-American company 
iu November of that year and _ re- 
mained at its head until a couple of 
months since when his holdings pass- 
edtothe French interests. Up to 
two vears ago he paid regular visits 
to Frank and was always much inter-
